Most people thought that 
they had learned their lesson. We 
hoped that they would join with our 
average citizens in working for some 
kind of security against a reoccur- 
rence of those panic years. Yet here 
they are—three years later—giving 
vafiue lip service to that word se- 
curity and. at the same tinrt, seek- 
intt to block, to thwart, and to an-* 
nul every measuie that we have 
taken to restrain the kind of indi- 


vidualism which 
hurts 
the com- 
munity 
luelf. 
individualism 
lun 
amuck- I used this word security 
not in the narrower sense of old age 
pension and of unemployment in- 
surance, fine as these objectives are 
I use it in the broader sense of con- 
fidence on the part of men and 
women, willing to carry on normal 
work and willing to think of their 
neighbors as 
well as 
themselves. 
that tlicv will not have to worry 
about losinc their homes, about not 
having enough to eat. about be- 
coming objects of charits'. Add to 
that one more objective, that all 
Americans may have full oppor- 
tunity for education, for reasonable 
leisure and recreation, for the right 
to carry on representative govern- 
ment and for freedom to worship 
God in their own way. That philo- 
sophy has been the philosophy and 
practical objctive of your national 
administration at Washington. 
1 
do not seek to discuss with you the 
pros and con* of your local govern- 
ment or of your state government 
in Kansas. You know more about 
that than I do. Let me say only, 
and in very simple terms, that I do 
not believe that Kansas would have 
pulled thru the difficult problems 
of the past four years as splendidly 
as it has. had it not been for 
federal co-operation and federal as- 
sistance in many fields of your en- 
deavor. If you think we were wrong 
to give this assistance, then, to be 
logical you must ask that In the 
days to come, every state in the 
union shall set Itself up as an in- 
dividual entity for the solution of 
all 01 the problems of all of its In- 
habitants, save possibly the main- 
tenance of the army, the navy and 
the handling 
of our 
foreign af- 
fairs. Our broader interpretation of 
security and of the methods of pro- 
curing it is well illustrated by what 
vou have seen us do. Our endeavors 
have fallen into three broad classi- 
fications. 


Three Forms of Aid. 


First. Immediate and direct assis- 
tance, including work for the un- 
employed; help for drouth areas; 
buying of 
drouth-Stricken 
cattle; 
building Of ponds and 
irrigation 
projects: seed loans: assistance to 
the youth of the nation, and dozens 
of other instances. 
Secondly, protection against rec- 
ognized abuses of many kinds, in- 
cluding the battle of federal govern- 


h*nk robberie« and other menaces 
to life and liberty; safeguarding in- 
nocent investors againit fake se- 
curities: the regulation of stock ex- 
changee; regulation of over.reach- 
ing practices of some utility com- 
panies and the establishment of 
power yard-sticks to force reason- 
able electric rates; elimination of 
unsafe banking practices. 
And thirdly, the reduction of In- 
terest rates: the saving of farms 
and homes from mortgage foreclo- 
sures the insurance of bank de- 
posits; the loans that have been 
made to keep railroads going; the 
assistance given to states, counties 
and municipalities, enabling them 
to build much needed, useful public 
works: old age pension: unemploy- 
ment insurance: assistance to rural 
schools; the CCC camps: farm to 
mcrket roads. 
These and manv more like them 
give you a broad picture of the 
more permanent 
and long range 
measures, many of which will im- 
prove not only your lives but those 
of our children. 
There has been at one time a 
school of thought in this country 
that would have us believe that 
those vast numbers of average citi- 
zens who do not get to the top ol 
the economic ladder do not deserve 
the 
security 
which 
government 
alone can give them. And in the 
past, unfortunately, the philosophy 
has had too large a hand in mak- 
ing our national economic policies. 
That school of thought left Wash- 
ington on March 4. 1933. 
The farmers of the nation are a 
good example of what government 
can do not only In direct help but 
In providing security for the future. 
From a state of collapse in 1932. ag- 
riculture has not only been brought 
back to life but has received the 
encouragement of government which 
enables it to face the future with 
confidence. Is 
there 
among the 
many farmers In this audience, a 
single one who 
would want to go 
back to the unco-operative formula 
—the 
rugged 
individualism. 
In* 
economic freedom of 1932? 
Don't you and your wife and your 
children look forward to a safer, 
better future today than you did 
three and half short years ago. I 
have used farming as an illustration 
of greater security because Kansas 
is a great farming state. You know 
however, that the mining areas and 
the livestock areas and the Indus- 
trial areas of the country are like- 
wise receiving 
their 
share of a 
greater security. Every part of the 
nation shares it together. Last April 
in New York I dared to talk farm- 


Ing to a New York City audience. I 
told them that one of the bes: 
thing* that had come out of th«*» 
three vean was the realization by 
city dwellers that thev could not be 
prosperous until the fanner wa» also 
prosperoui. 
In the same way I have dared to 
talk to people in great agricultural 
states about the ueeds of uie indus- 
trial workers in the big cities and 
how closely their welfare is tied up 
w.th the lot of the furmer. 


People who are spreading the gos- 
pel of fear talk about setting one 
against another class. They have 
intimated that farmers belong to 
one class and industrial workers to 
another class and business to an- 
other class. I deny this. They all 
belong to the same class for the 
very simple reason that none of 


i these occupations can survive with- 
out -he survival of the others. The 
people who talk about these class 
distinctions are the very one who 
are encouraging class antagonism. 
For thev tell one story in the east 
and another story in the west; one 
story in the city and another on the 
farm. That is not my way and never 
will tie my way. We are comity; thru 
a great national crisis with flying 
colors. We have not lost our self- 
respect. We have not changed our 
form of fiivernment. We have a net 
national debt which tho greater in 
dollar is actually less in proportion 
to the income of the nation and in 
proportion to the wealth of the na- 
tion than the national debt was on 
March 4. 1933. 
From the point of view of na- 


tional income and national wealth. 
we are better able to bear our debt 
now than we were then. And, within 
a year or two. with income increas- 
iiv; and expenditures declining, we 
shall be able to balance the bud- 
get and start paying down on the 
debt. There is one final form of 
security on which I have not yet 
touched. In addition to security "at 
home and In the home, we havt 
sought lor security from war with 
other nations. We have not been 
content merely to talk about peace 
We have done something about it. 
We are trying to break down the 
economic barriers, 
to soften 
the 
economic rivalries, to end the econo- 
mic strife 
between nations. 
for 
these have been the causes and 
forerunners of war. We have taken 
the lead among the nations of the 
world in restoring economic peace, 
which is so essential to military 
peace. 
in the whole of the western hem- 
isphere, we 
have 
preached and 
gained recognition of the doctrine 
of the good neighbors. We have ex- 
tended the right hand of fellowship. 
Many nations of the earth have 
taken that outstretched hand. We 
propose, of course, no interfernce 
with the affairs of other nations. 
We seek only by force of our own 
example to spread the gospel ot 
peace In the world. We are gaining 
peace and security at home. I am 
confident that I nave the support 
of the American people in seeking 
peace and security abroad.

LOUISVILLE. Ky.—Here is a 
state where the pro^Roosevelt tide 
is running higher than average, 
where you will 
find 
democrats 


who are usually right about the 
election returns saying that Ken- 
tucky will actually increase 
its 
majority over 1932. 
This 
is 
disputed, of 
course, 


among republicans, but even there 
the figure is conceded as apt to be 
from 50,000 to 100.000. as com- 
pared with the 1S5.000 majority 
which Mr. Roosevelt received four 
years ago. 
I made inquiries here to deter- 


mine the reasons for the abnor- 
mally high democratic vote, and 
the answers summed about to the 
following-: 
First, repeal of the «lg-hteenth 


amendment has meant the rebirth 
of Kentucky's famous whiskey in- 
dustry. 
Whereas they were dis- 


tilling about 1,800,000 gallons a 
year in the medical permit days 
before repeal, they are now manu- 
facturing about 60,000,000 gallons 
a year. 
Second, the tobacco industry is 
thriving, and Kentucky is depend- 
ent on the tobacco growers for a 
large part of its prosperity. 
Third, the coal miners, even 
among the hitherto unorganized 
groups, have been swung by Mr. 
Roosevelt's labor policies toward 
the democratic ticket. 
Fourth, farm income thru gov- 
ernment aid has been materially 
enlarged so that it runs at an in- 
crease of about 41 percent., which 
is much higher than the national 
average for farm income gained. 
Fifth, the anti-Roosevelt argu- 


ment has hardly been made 
in 


Kentucky, where there are only a 
couple of republican newspapers 
and where the democratic press 
has stayed regular. 


Care Little for Budgets. 


It is interesting to find a state 


where they apparently care very 
little about unbalanced budgets or 
who is going to pay the taxes that 
are going to be needed some day 
to put the treasury finances on a 
sound basis. 
The anti-Roosevelt 
sentiment in Kentucky is found 
principally 
among 
the 
persons 


who take newspapers or maga- 
zines from outside the state. 
As for the republicans, they are 


not very well organized and one 
hears hints that there is a kind of 
convenient truce going on whereby 
both sides conserve their financial 
resources. The weakness of the re- 
republican 
cause 
in Kentucky. 


however, is to no small extent cue 
to the very prosperous condition 
of the state and the well ingrained 
belief that this has been brought 
about by the acts and policies of 
the Roosevelt administration. 
Another interesting reaction to 


be found here is the criticism of 
the Landon campaign even among 
republicans. 
While the Chicago 
speech is commended as about the 
best that the republican nominee 
has delivered, there is a feeling 
that an aggressive fight has not 
been made. 
"Weak campaign" is 


an oft-expressed phrase. 
Basically, Kentucky is a demo- 


cratic state and very rarely turns 
over. There are quite a few Jef- 
forsonian democrats here, but the 
total defection from the 
demo- 
cratic ranks will be found numer- 
ically small. 
Kentucky is riding a wave of 


prosperity—and 
it 
isn't 
giving- 


much thought to effects of the 
election. 
It would appear that. 


when the campaign is over and 
the facts about government spend- 
ing and future t.ixes begin to 
trickle in. there may 
be 
some 


sharp protests registered in the 
national capial. Thus far it might 
be said that Kentucky isn't reallyl 
a part of the national campaign 
and ought to be classed with the 
solid south, where they usually 
vote democratic no matter what's 
happening, unless, of course, there 
is a Catholic running for president 
on the democratic ticket, as there 
was in 192S.

A NEW DISTURBANCE. 


Small business appears suddenly 


to have wakened to the menace 
to its continued existence of gov- 
ernment aid to consumers' co-op- 
eratives. The president named a 
committee to visit foreign coun- 
tries where thi* form of develop- 
ment ha* been considerable, and 
the committee ha* returned. Not 
a word, however, come* out of 
Washington as to what it* find- 
ings and recommendation* are, 
and the suspicion is growing that 
nothing will be heard of it until 
after the election. 


At a recent meeting of the Wis- 


consin Retail Lumbermen's asso- 
ciation, an executive of a large 
Minneapolis company, 
defending 


the profit motive in business and 
the economic position of the re- 
tailer, said that if the consumer- 
co-operative Is followed to its logi- 
cal conclusion it will come to pure 
socialism, with the retailer elimi- 
nated first and socialized whole- 
saling, manufacturing and farm- 
ing next on the list. That there 
are reasons for this fear are evi- 
dent from the history of co-oper- 
atives everywhere. Their primary 
object is to get to the consumer 
the goods he desires without his 
having had to pay a profit to 
someone as a middleman. There 
must be depots and stores and 
these are managed by salaried per- 
sons, and while profits accumu- 
late these are shared by all pa- 
trons in the form of annual clis- 
trioution of dividends. 


The middleman has been elimi- 


nated in a number of localities in 
the middle west, but the move- 
ment, without government aid and 
financing, has never been particu- 
larly menacing to the retailer. In 
full flower, however, there is no 
place in the program for him. The 
chain stores have given him a 
foretaste of what consumers' co- 
operatives would do to him, and 
these have forced him into com- 
binations of wholesalers and in 
some instances into manufactur- 
ing The farmer, who also oper- 
ates under the profit motive, haa 
so far not been touched, but the 
growth of the movement is cer- 
tain to bring him within the circle. 


The workings of human nature 


are again illustrated in the pres- 
ent discussion. The hardware men 
and lumbermen, who are just now 
emitting alarms, have mutual in- 
surance companies of their own, 
operated on precisely the same 
principle of the consumer co-oper- 
ative. Like the farmers they band 
together to insure one another's 
properties at cost, with stock fire 
insurance company with its profit 
motive eliminated.

2 percent (in some cases reciprocal 
taxes amount to 21-2 percent) on 
all insurance premiums collected in 
this state by companies not located 
within the state. A Lincoln insur- 
ance man says that 95 percent of 
the legislators responsible for this 
tax carry insurance themselves. 


Consideiing this matter atten- 


tion has been called to an address 
made by Herbert Hoover to New 
York underwriters. He was not 
speaking as a politician, for he 
said "There is no politics in insur- 
ance.

I don't teach people how to avoid 
getting pile*. 
If our calculation would stand it 


I might retort that I have been 
teaching 'em just that for years. 
but not many readers p..y serious 
attention to the art of prevention 
until they are quite certain they 
have a given ailment. Worse, most 
people are reluctant, to acknowl- 
edge they have a given ailment, be 
it hemorrhoids or tuberculosis, un- 
til they are in the well advanced 
stage. Good doctors have little op- 
portunity to apply the benefit* of 
modern 
pieventive 
medicine in 
actual practice. In the pre-clinical 
stage of disease patients prefer to 
fiddle witn freak diets and phonyk 
pathies, falling back on "ordinary" 
doctors when the supply of cash 
gives out and credit is needed. 
As already explained, man's up- 
right posture, which brings the 
pressure of a considerable column 
of blood upon the walls of the 
hemorrhoidal veins 
(these veins 
have no valves), and the fact that 
the network of veins in the hemor- 
rboidal area empty directly into 
the portal system which carries 
blood from the entire alimentary 
tract to the liver, are predisposing 
cause of hemorrhoids i piles). Bear 
ill mind, please, that a hemorrhoid 
or pile is essentially a varicose 
vein, a swollen, enlarged, dilated 
vein, and the patient may be un- 
aware of it, or experience only 
vague discomfort, until the hemor- 
rhoid bleeds or becomes inflamed 
and hence painful. 


Suppose an individual has piles. 
Perhaps there are four or five 
present. But just one bleeds or be- 
comes inflamed and painful. 
This 
constitutes an "attack" of piles. 
Suppose the 
doctor 
successfully 
treats the one pile. The patient 
experiences relief, cure. But there 
are still several "silent" piles re- 
maining, and at any time one or 
more may begin to bleed or be- 
come inflamed and painful. Espe- 
cially if the original cause or 
causes of the condition are not 
corrected. 


Man's upright posture would not 
be so bad if he would revert to 
the horizontal or better get his 
heels over his head a few times 
daily. For years. I have been try- 
ing to convince people that it is a 
healthful habit to roll somersaults 
every day. As a rule they smile to 
themselves and dismiss the idea as 
just another nutty notion. Anyway 
I like to have a couple dozen rolls 
before breakfast every morning. I 
believe somersaults prevent many 
of the evil consequences not only 
of upright posture but of seden- 
tary life, especially when one haa 
not the time and opportunity for 
enough active exercise. 
It takes 


only a minute to roll two dozen 
somersaults. I just timed myself 
right here in front of my desk to 
make sure. 
Any 
good 
general 
exercise, 
whether playing a game or taking 
a walk, polishing the flivver or 
painting a gate, tends to prevent 
the ptopis, sagging, stagnating ef- 
fects of dignity.

ietermine. 
It is not always ex- 


jlained by the manner of living, 
some persons lead lives that de- 
lerve to be severely criticized, yet 
Jieir health seems unimpaired. 
Dthers lead carefully planned and 
ipright lives, practicing modera- 
tion in everything, yet they grow 
old in spite of their precautions. 


Most of the authorities believe 


that, while age can be controlled 
considerably by care in living, it is 
largely influenced by heredity. The 
infant born with a perfect body, 
which he has inherited from moth- 
er or father, is likely to retain 
youthful qualities when he gets old 
in years. 


Oont AbUM Gift 


We must not assume that the

steadily increase as recession of 
flood waters, brought by the ty- 
phoon's torrential rains, permits 
relief workers to search disaster- 
swept towns. 


Maj. Gen. Paulino Santos, chief 


of staff of the Philippine army, 
said after an aerial survey of the 
region that the Pampagna river 
valley, north of Manila bay, re- 
sembles a broad sea. 


All of the towns and villages 


lying along the valley are inun- 
dated. General Santos said virtu- 
ally all of the crops and livestock 
in the area were destroyed. There 
was no authoritative estimate of 
the loss. 


Relief agencies feared an epi- 


demic of disease, particularly in 
Neuva Ecija province, north of 
Manila, where the typhoon took 
its greatest toll during a three 
day rampage last week end.
